Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  execution 
wf  housing  and  improvement  schemes,  for  the  establishment 
of  a State  Housing  Board  and  for  certain  other  matters 
hereinafter  appearing  ; 

Be  it  enacted  in  the  Twelfth  Year  of  the  Republic 
of  India  as  follows  ;t— 


CHAPTER  I. 
Preliminary! 


l.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  1 [Tamil  Nadu]  State 
Housing  Board  Act,  1961.

CHAPTER  II.

“4.  Constitution  of  the  Board. — (1)  The  Board  shall  consist 
of  a Chairman,  appointed  by  the  Government,  who  possesses 
■ itch  qualifications  as  may  be  prescribed,  and  of  the  following

(<?)  has  directly  or  indirectly,  bv  Ivmseli  or  by 
any  partner,  employer  or  .employee,  any  share  or  interest 
in  any  vntract  or  employment  with,  by  or  on  bch;,lr  of, 
the  Board  ; or 

(/)  is  a director  or  a secretary,  manager  or  other 
officer  of  any  incorporated  company  which  has  any  share 
or  interest  in  any  contract  or  employment  with,  by  or 
on  behalf  of,  the  Board. 


(2)  A person  shall  not,  however,  be  disqualified

with,  by  or  on  behalf  of,  the  Board,  by  reason  only  of 
his  being  a shareholder  of  such  company  : 

Provided  that  such  person  discloses  to  the  Govern- 
ment the  nature  and  extent  of  the  shares  held  by  him.

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10.  (1)  If  at  any  time  it  appears  to  the  Government  Removal  of

(b)  if  he  has  been  absent  from  the  meetings  of 
of  the  Board  for  any  period  exceeding  that  permitted 
under  sub-section  (1)  of  section  11  ; or 

(c)  if  he,  being  a legal  practitioner,  acts  or  appears 
on  behalf  of  any  person  other  than  the  Board  in  any 
civil,  criminal  or  other  legal  proceedings  in  which  the 
Board  is  interested,  either  as  a party  or  otherwise  ; of 

(< d ) if  he  has,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Government, 
contravened  the  provisions  of  section  26  ; or 

(e)  if  he,  in  the  opionion  of  the  Government, 
is  unsuitable  or  has  become  incapable  of  acting  as  a mem- 
ber or  has  so  abused  his  position  as  a member  as  to 
render  his  continuance  as  such  member  detrimental 
to  the  public  interest. 

(3)  A non-official  member  removed  under  any  of  the 
provisions  of  clauses  (a)  to  (c)  of  sub-section  (2)  shall  be 
disqualified  for  appointment  as  a member  for  a period 
of  three  years  from  the  date  of  his  removal  unless  other- 
wise ordered  by  the  Government.

ment until  he  is  declared  by  an  order  of  the  Government 
to  be  no  longer  ineligible.

CHAPTER  III. 

^Transfer  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the 
City  Improvement  Trust  to  the  Board. 


Transf  r of  *2.  (1)  On  the  appointed  day  the  Board  of  Trustees 
assets  and  for  the  improvement  of  the  City  of  Madras  (hereinafter 
liabilities  of  referred  to  as  the  City  Improvement  Trust)  shall  st  and 
the  City  dissolved  and  all  its  assets  and  liabilities  shall  stand  trans- 

ment°Trust  ferre<i  to  and  vested  in  the  Board, 
to  the  Board. 

(2)  The  assets  of  the  City  Improvement  Trust  shall 
be  deemed  to  include  all  rights  and  powers  and  all  prope.  ;v , 
whether  movable  or  immovable,  belonging  to  or  vested  in 
the  City  Improvement  Trust  including  in  particular  cash 
balances,  reserve  funds,  investments,  deposits  and  all  other 
interests  and  rights  in  or  arising  out  of  such  property  as 
may  be  in  the  possession  of  the  City  Improvement  Trust 
and  all  books  of  account  or  documents  kept  or  maintained 
by  the  City  Improvement  Trust  ; and  the  liabilities  of  the 
City  Improvement  Trust  shall  be  deemed  to  include  all 
debts,  liabilities  and  obligations  of  whatever  kind  then 
existing  and  pertaining  to  the  City  Improvement  Trust. 


Explanation. — In  this  section  and  in  sections  13,  14  and 
15,  “ appointed  day  ” means  the  date  on  which  this  Act 
comes  into  force  in  ihe  City  of  Madras.

13.  (1)  Where  the  City  Improvement  Trust  has  establi- 
shed a provident  fund  or  superannuation  fund  or  any 
other  like  fund  for  the  benefit  of  its  employees  and 
constituted  a trust  in  lespect  thereof  (hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  existing  trust),  the  moneys  standing  to  the  credit 
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of  any  such  fund  on  the  appointed  day;  together  with  any 
othet  assets  belonging  to  such  fund,  shall,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  sub-section  (2),  stand  transferred  to  and 
vested  in  the  Board  on  the  appointed  day  free  from  any 
such  trust. 


(2)  The  Board  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  alter  the 
appointed  day,  constitute  in  respect  of  the  moneys  and 
other  assets  which  are  transferred  to  and  vested  in  it  under 
sub-section  (1),  one  or  more  trusts  having  objects  as 
similar  to  the  objects  of  the  existing  trusts  as  may  be 
practicable. 

(3)  Where  all  the  moneys  and  other  assets  belonging 
to  the  existing  trust  are  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the 
Board  under  sub-section  (1),  the  trustees  of  such  trust, 
shall,  as  from  the  appointed  day,  be  discharged  Irom  the 
trust,  except  as  respects  things  done  or  omitted  to  be  done 
before  the  appointed  day. 


14.  (1)  Unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  or  under  Effect  of 
this  Act,  all  contracts,  agreements  and  other  instruments  vesting  of 
of  whatever  nature  subsisting  or  having  effect  immediately  a.sse.cs. antl 
before  the  appointed  day  and  to  which  the  City  Improve-  QtyS  Cf 
ment  Trust  is  a party  or  which  are  in  favour  of  the  City  iniprove- 
Improvement  Trust  shall  be  qf  as  full  force  and  effect  meni  This*. 
against  ot  in  favour  of  the  Board,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  may  be  enforced  or  acted  upon  as  fully  and  effectually 
as  if,  instead  of  the  City  Improvement  Tiu^t,*  the  Board 
had  been  a paity  thereto  or  as  if  they  had  been  entered 
into  or  issued  in  favour  of  the  Board. 


(2)  If  on  the  appointed  day  any  suit,  appeal  or  other 
legal  proceeding  of  whatever  nature  by  or  against  the  City 
Improvement  Trust  is  pending,  then,  it  sh_.ll  not  abate, 
be  discontinued  or  be  in  any  way  prejudicially  affected 
by  reason  of  the  transfer  to  the  Bo-  id  of  the  assets  and 
liabilities  of  the  City  Improvement  Trust  or  of  anything 
done  under  this  Act,  but  the  suit,  appeal  or  other  legal 
proceeding  may  be  continued,  prosecuted  and  Enforced 
oy  or  against  the  Board. 

Explanation . — For  the  purpose  of  the  sub-section  ‘legal 
proceeding’  includes  any  proceeding  under  the  Land 
Acquisition  Act,  1894,  (Central  Act  I of  1894). 
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Transfer  of  15.  (i)  Every  whole-time  employee  of  the  City  Improve- 
ot  ment  Trust  shall,  on  and  from  the  appointed  day,  become 
employees  an  emPJ°yee  of  the  Board,  and  shall  hold  his  office  therein 
Of  the  City  by  the  same  tenure,  at  the  same  remuneration  and  upon 
improve-  the  same  terms  and  conditions  and  with  the  same  rights 
and  privileges  as  to  gratuity,  if  an>,and  other  matters  as  he 
ne  a ard.  wouid  have  held  the  same  on  the  appointed  day  if  this 
Act  had  not  been  passed,  and  shall  continue  to  do  so  unless 
and  until  his  remuneration,  terms  and  conditions  are  duly 
altered  by  the  Board. 


(2)  If  any  question  arises  as  to  whether  any  person 
’'"is  a whole-time  employee  of  the  City  Improvement 
Trust  immediately  before  the  appointed  day,  the  question 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Government,  whose  decision  shall 
be  final. 


(3)  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  Indus- 
trial Disputes  Act,  1947  (Central  Act  XIV  of  1947),  or 
in  any  other  law  for  the  time  being  in  force,  the  transfer  of 
the  services  of  any  employee  of  the  City  Improvement 
Trust  to  the  Board  shall  not  entitle  any  such  employee 
to  any  compensation  under  that  Act  or  other  law,  and 
no  such  claim  shall  be  entertained  by  any  court,  tribunal 
or  other  authority.

BE  it  enaated  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu  in  the 
Forty-third  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows

improvement  scheme  under  the  principal  Aot,  including  any  such  proceeding  pending 
before  any  court  or  tribunal  or  other  authority  on  the  10th  January  1992,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be,  and  shall  be  deemed  always  to  have  been,  validly  taken  in  accordance 
with  law,  as  if  the  principal  Aot,  as  amended  by  this  Act,  had  been  in  force  at  all 
material  times  when  such  proceeding  was  taken  and  no  suit  or  other  legal  procee- 
ding shall  be  maintained  or  continued  against  the  Tamil  Nadu  State  Housing  Board 
or  the  State  Government  or  any  other  authority  whatsoever  on  the  ground  that 
such  proceeding  Was  not  taken  in  accoroance  With  law.

— For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  “Joint  Venture  Project  or  Public 
Private  Partnership  Scheme"  means  participation  of  the  Board  with  private  person 
or  company  procured  through  a transparent  and  open  procurement  system  for 
executing  any  housing  or  improvement  scheme  including  commercial  complexes, 
shopping  malls  etc  ”.
